The fourth commemorates his 
death and burial, the assassination, the 
funeral procession, the grave at Springfield. 
It is upon the circular columns that enclose 





these bas-reli¢fs that the statues of the negro 
are stationed. 

Above these columns rises an octagonal 
base, four sides of which contain the in- 
scriptions : 





ABRAHAM LINCOLN; 

Maarre-Paesipent ov THs Unirep States; 
Emancipator of Four Millions of Men; 

Preserver of the American Union. 
Upon this octagonal base rests a circular 
base, on which the temple rises. Around 
the sides of it are thirty-six female figures, 
hand in hand. They represent the states. 
Surely it is hardly fair or consistent to have 
no negro among them all. Surely, if a 
woman is to typify loyal South Carolina, it 
ought to be the mother of Robert Small 
rather than the sister of Bully Brooks. But, 
waving criticism, let us continue. 
The temple has four pillars, which sup- 
port a cornice, on which are inscribed the 
closing words of the Proclamation: 
“ And upon this, sincerely believed to be an 
act of Justice, I invoke the considerate judg- 
ment of mankind and the gracious favor of 
Almighty God.” 
Within the temple lies the corpse of Lin- 
coln on a sarcophagus. 
These are the details, The work as a 
whole is alike beautiful and impressive. 
It arouses a chastened and sad, a pure and 
and poetical sentiment in every mind that 
can truly grasp it. It is Miss Hosmer’s 
masterpiece. She frankly confesses that 
she cannot improve it, excepting in details, 
These, it seems to us, may be altered for the 
better ; although a model is necessarily in- 
adequate to prefigure the result of the minute 
parte when sculptured in colossal. 
We trust that this, our greatest work of 
art, will be erected ere another decade rolls 
by. TWwEEp.

A WOMAN'S LETTERS FROM 
WASHINGTON. 


Wasainoton, December, 1866, 
Women have fairly claimed both the 
grave discussion andthe parlor chatter of 
Washington for the past week. With the 
debate on female suffrage in the Senate, and 
the hints in the CAroniole that all the fe- 
male clerks of the Treasury were soon to 
be dismissed, the air has been full of the 
“ Woman Question.” 

When “the honorable gentleman from 
Pennsylvania,” Mr. Cowan, offered the mo- 
tion to amend the bill te regulate the elect- 
ive franchise in the District of Columbia, 
by striking out the word “male” before 
person, nobody who knew him thought of 
understanding his motion in any but an iron- 
ical sense. The most slippery of Conserva- 
tives was not likely to desire very earnestly 
the enfranchisement of women, although 
objecting most seriously to the suffrage of ne- 
groes. The amendment was accepted for 
what it was intended—an embarrassment to 
the bill on suffrage in the District of Colum- 
bia ; and yet, instead of being passed over as 
& proposition simply superfluous and ridic- 
ulous, it was taken up by the gravest sena- 
tors, and days spent in its consideration. 
The pioneers of the rights of women no 
doubt remember the time when the Senate 
of the United States would have dropped 
such a motion tnstanter as one teo mon- 
strous and absurd to be debated at all. 
Well, I am glad that was before my time. 
For, aside from any personal opinion or in- 
terestin the matter, nothing could be more 
entertaining, more profoundly interesting, 
than to hear these grand seignors ef the na- 
tion discuss the “ woman questien.” The 
‘amusing portion was where the personal 
‘temperament, the prejudice, the instinctive 
disposition of the man cropped out—of 
course, to himself all unaware ; and the deep 
interest was when the man, passing out 
from himself, rose to the discussion: of great 
principles in the pure atmosphere of imper- 
sonal truth. Of course, all prisoners:in their 
ewn natures, they could see only according 
te the light they had; but it -~was wonder- 
ful to mark the differing arcs of vision, to 
compare the narrow ray of the narrow na- 
ture with the wide scope of the compre- 
hensive soul. The most sanguine advocate 
of woman’s suffrage could hardly have 
expected to find such deep ‘interest, such 
profound conviction, in its favor in the 
minds of men fornting the highest legislative 
body in the land as was expressed in the 
speeches of Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thureday. Asa matter of course, the more 
thoughtful and far-seeing senators—the men 
who were capable of making a distinction be- 
tween the abstract right of woman.and the 
prejadice and wrong of man, and who could 
separate the principle of the question from 
all extraneous considerations—were the men 
who declared for the political enéranchise- 
ment of women. Of course, all .who.spoke 
for and against the question expressed 
themselves in most characteristic fashion- 
Cowan was smooth, smiling, and insincere. 
“Should the negroes vote and not the 
angels?” Henry Wilson, blunt and honest, 
declared in favor of a movement 
made by “so many women of the larg- 
eat intelligence and most stainless char- 
acter.” He was sure that, if the senator 
from Pennsylvania had read the speeches of 
these ladies years before, he would have 
made a very different record in the Senate. 
Yates, of Illinois, with Wilson, was opposed 
to connecting the two questions of negro 
suftrage and female suffrage; yet the man 
who made a woman a major, of course, 
would not object to seeing one a senator. 
Grand Ben Wade declared for woman suf: 
frage without reservation. The gallant 
Anthony, of Rhode Island, committed him- 
self as fully, reminding the gentlemen that 
the very discovery of their country they 
owed toa woman. Glorious Gratz Brown, 
of Missouri, logical and metaphysical, dis- 
cussed the question in its most compre- 
hensive sense, and in conclusion said: 
“Though I recognize the impolicy of coup- 
ling these two measures at this time, I shall 
yet record my vote in the effirmative, es an 
earnest indication of my belief in the princi- 
ple, and my faith im the future.”

He intends 
that the schools of the District shall be open 
to all black children. Not, as I understand” 
him, that he favors compulsory mixing 

black and white children in the same apart- 
ments ; but that there shall be free schoole 
here for colored childrea, and enough to 
accommodate all; and, further, that the 
property of the District shall pay for these 
schools, In the good old times of Southern 
rule, black men were taxed here to pay for 
white schools—for schools from which 
colored children were excluded. The 
first reform intreduced was to give 
the colored children the benefit of the 
taxes imposed on colored property- 
holders. This was an improvement, but in 
its best aspect it was semi-barbarous legis 
lation. Congress will soon provide for the 
education of al children in the District, 
charging the same upon all property, with- 
out reference to the skin of the tax-payer.

From 
under the cloud of battle, and through seas 
of blood, Emancipation came to the slaves 
and to ourselves. It remained to be seen 
whether we were worthy the great deliver- 
ance thus vouchsafed to us, and able to 
make it the universal blessing which He 
who worked it for us meant it to be. 

The last twelvemonth, we think, has 
shown that we have not been disobedient 
to the high calling to which we have been’ 
chosen, and that the greater victories of 
peace are yet to crown those we won in war. 
Never was there so hard a problem set before 
a people to solve as that which was forced 
upon us by the triumphant ending of the civil 


out by any moral geometer from any of the 
axioms or the established propositions of his 


sary conditions to its just solution, and these 
we have had accorded to us by the very 
obstinacy and folly of the man whom the 
foolish expediency of the Baltimore Con- 
vention and the crime of Booth had placed 
at the helm of the nation. Wecan even now 
see how this apparent calamity may have 
been ordered in wisdom, if we use its les- 
sons aright. The President’s course has 
had a two-fold operation. It has shown the 
character of the inhabitants of the rebel 
states, and has also made manifest that of 
the people of the loyal region. The de- 
pravity of the Southern heart, so long de- 
bauched by the enchantments of slavery, 
might have been hidden for a season by its 
dread of a wiser ruler, and the rebels been re- 
stored to their power for evil in their own 
region, had not the hopes of being rehabili- 
tated in their old national supremacy by @ 
President born on their soil and steeped in 
their prejudices blinded them to the truth. 
The magnanimity of the North, always 
bordering on the brink of weakness, might 
have been led by the hypocrisy which a 
stronger-minded President than Johnson 
might have compelled, to grant them terms 
of pardon in which security for the future 
was not properly guaranteed. 

Blinded by the delusion under which the 
slaveholders always labored, fostered by 
their pretended friends at the North, that 
they had a party there ready to stand by 
them in all their doings, they have shown 
they are no less hostile to the Union and ne 
less tyrannically disposed toward the negroes 
than in the reddest days of the war or the 
blackest days of slavery. Believing that 
Mr. Johnson, as President, had the power 
as well as the will to let them dictate their 
ows terms of restoration, they have rejected 
those offered to them by the only arbiters 
of peace and war, and now stand where 
they did on the morrow of Lee’s surrender.

secured, equally passionate denunciations of

Those who participated in them were 
brave and true men, but they failed to see 
how much greater is the unity of the heart 
than the head; how impossible is the lat- 
ter, how easy the former; how powerless in 
its ultimate results is the one, how almost, 
nay, how completely omnipotent is the 
other. They wrought among the granitic 
bases of the spiritual world, the hard primor- 
dial forms, full of fireand sharpness. These 
latter-day conventions are the spring flow- 
ers and summer fruits of the rich soil of love 
that covers deep these rocks of truth. 

The topics which these clergymen dis- 
cussed were not the modes and subjects of 
baptism, the apostolic succession, polity or 
prelacy, free-will and decrees. Nota hint 
that such vital themes separated them either 
appeared in the proceedings or found a 
home in their hearts. Yet they were not 
without themes of debate. Many and vital 
were the topics considered. But they all 
belonged to the sphere of praxis rather than 
thesis—the doing, not the thinking. How 
shall the neglected classes be reached? 
How shall empty churches be filled? How 
shall the Sabbath-school be made more effi- 
cient in winning souls to Christ? How 
shall our devotional meetings be made more 
interesting and profitable? Such were the 
themes whose elucidation the great doctors 
of to-day—our Athanasii and Augustines, 
Luthers and Calvins, Arminii and Ed- 
wardses—devoted themselves. Freely 
among them spoke the laity ; all except the 
female portion thereof—the rights of women 
not having yet entirely submerged this bar- 
rier. Dr. Nicholson and Dr. Hague joined 
Episcopal and Baptist hands in these de- 
bates. Prof. Park and Dr. True showed 
how nearly identical were Congregationalist 
and Methodist. Over all, and through all, 
and in all, seemed to flow that spirit of 
unity, love, and power that binds the uni- 
verse and the heavens in one. 

The crowds that thronged to every meet- 
ing testified to the depth of interest the occa- 
sion had excited. Such throngs anciently 
caught the spirit, and the debates that raged 
in the halls, and carried it as a battle-cry, in 
torch and faggot, through the homes of the 
heretics. These crowds also catch the 
spirit that here prevails, and will carry it, a 
five of rejuvenating love, through every 
hamlet, house, and heart. 

The thoughts suggested, though eminent- 
ly practical, are of far less consequence than 
the animus imparted. It is the first of such 
conventions ever convened in the land. It 
will not be the last. Other states will 
catch the flame, and gatherings of all the 
churches will show the folly and sin of 
church pride and separatism. It will also 
show that churches as states are but parts 
of a Christian body, whereof is one Head, 
one Soul, one Life, one Love, eternal and 
divine.

TOO MUCH FOR ONE. 


Tr is said of a former professor at the 
West Point Academy, who was quite par- 
tial to good eating, that he declared a roast- 
turkey to be a very inconvenient dish, be- 
cause there was too much of it for one per- 
son, and not quite enough for two. 

Our congressfnen have got upon a course 
of logic which has brought them into just 
this dilemma. They have laid down prin- 
ciples too broad to be limited to one sex, 
and yet they are not quite prepared to ex- 
tend them to two. 

It is a great thing, however, that for the 
first time in history the claims of woman 
to the franchise have been treated with pre- 
vailing respect in a legislative body. When 
the matter came toa vote, there were nine 
votes in. the United States Senate in favor 
of the enfranchisement of wemen. Five 
years ago, that number could hardly have 
been mustered in favor of the emancipation 
of the slaves, even had all constitutional 
power been admitted. That man is strangely 
blind who does not see that the success of 
the one measure predicts that of the other 
also. No matter if some of the votes were 
cast insincerely, and merely to embarrass 
the party in power. Had the question 
come up in earnest, their loss would have 
been more than made up by an accession of 
votes from the other side ; coming from men 
like’ Henry Wilson, who avowedly voted 
against the claima of woman from policy 
only. 

As to the arguments used by senators, we 
observe that they are criticized by some 
journals because they are only the argu- 
ments familiar to the public through the 
Woman's Rights conventions. Is it an 
objection to a new arithmetic that it uses 
the same tables of addition and subtraction 
with which an intelligent public was before 
familiar? It would, undoubtedly, be more 
agreeable to the Administration journals if 
two and two could make five; indeed, they 
made a desperate effort to have it so last 
election day. But two.and two still make 
four everywhere, except in the voting places

ceded the gaining. An American legislator 
who sees his way only to manhood suffrage 
is as sagacious, in his new-found wisdom, 
as Hans Andersen's old hen, who an- 
nounces to her wondering brood that the 
world is much larger than is commonly sup- 
posed, inasmuch as it-reaches to the other 
end of the parson’s orchard. She knew it, 
because she had peeped through the fence 
and seen it. It is a pity that our lezislators 
cannot peep through the fence on the other 
side of the orchard, also. There is more 
world beyond. 

The great drawback upon the progress of 
impartial suffrage is the apparent indiffer- 
ence of most women. This does not affect 
the logic; for, if ten women desire to vote, 
they have as much right as if they were 
ten million; but it does affect the progress 
ef the principle. It is easier to convert 
men than women by argument; and while 
the instincts of women so slowly assert 
themselves, on this subject, the recognition 
of their claims must necessarily be delayed. 
No doubt the privation of a right usually 
makes the oppressed less sensitive to its loss 
—though this never seemed the case with 
the Southern slaves; but there is no doubt 
that the great obstacle to the enfranchise- 
ment of woman is now, and long will be, 
the indifference of women themselves. 

Be this as it may, it is clear that “ Impar- 
tial Suffrage” is a cry that precludes all 
distinction of sex. We knew a little girl 
who complained of her teacher; she did 
not object, she naively said, to her teacher’s 
showing partiality, but she ought to “show 
partiality to all alike.” We demand an’im- 
partiality of suffrage that shall be impartial 
to all alike.
